The autopsy showed that the 
which pierced the girl's heart 
her side and came out in front. It 
would have been impossible for her to 
have held the revolver in a position t 
produce such @® wound. The 'yullet which 
Killed Bernthaler entered his neck above 
the left collar bone and pierced hi: 
heart. Physiclans who pave exa:nined 
the wound believe it would have ben 
impossible for him to have inflicted 
a wound with such a course. 

Letters found in the dead girl's eifects 
and ciher missives written by two of 
her married tisters when they were sin- 
gle are filled with expressions of fear 
lest some violence at the hands of an 
unmentioned person befall her. 

Neo Suspicion of Family. 

No suspicion attaches to the wife or 
family of the dead musician, although 
they knew that the girl was infatuated 
with Bernthaler, E. W. Ziechmann, fa- 
ther of the dead girl, claimed he was at 
home during the time the crime must 
have been committed. 

Intimate friends of Miss Zeichmann 
declared today that she had never had 
a serious love affair outside her regard 
for Bernthaler, that she received few 
attentions from young men and that 
there could have been no jealous lover 
in the case. 

The autopsy disclosed that there was 
no physical reason why he should have 
wished to kill her. Investigation also 
shows that there were seridus disagree- 
ments In the Zeichmann home and that 
the three daughters had not lived hap-

“NO NEARER END 


SAYS PROEBSTLE 


Man in Charge of Brewery 
Workers Sees No Prospect 
of Settlement. 





NOT “WHIPPING” MEN 


Statement That He Intended 
to Force Action Has In- 
flamed Them. 


Joseph Proebstle, secretary of the In- 
tornational Union of United Brewery 
Workers, who has been assisting the 
striking brewery workers of St. Louis in 
their fight with the employing brewers, 


‘said Tuesday that the end of the strike 
peemed no nearer than it did a week 
ugo. 

“I don't know what is going to hap- 
pen, but I don’t think a settlement will 
be reached today,”’ he said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. ‘“‘The men who are 
out are up in arms at a statement pub- 
lished in the morning papers, to the ef- 
fect that I was going to ‘whip the 
brewers and malsters into line under 
threats of expulsion from the central! 
body and the international! union.’ 

“Such a statement is as ridiculous as 
it is unjust. F couldn't ‘whip’ 3000 men 
into line, and I have never had any de- 
sire to do so.

BERLIN, March 31.—The advices _ re- 
ceived at the Foreign: Office from Wash- 
ington indicate that in the American 
capital, as well as in Berlin, the David 
Jayne Hill episode is regarded as hav- 
ing been happily adiusted. The best 
diplomatic opinion is that if Mr. Hill 
cr.ooses to come to Berlin he will find 
his position not only agreeable, but more 
important than would have been the 
case if the incident had not occurred.

“We cannot have that here!’ § ex- 
claimed the Emperor, actually jump- 
ing in his chair. 

“The doubts which arose in official 
quarters concerning Dr. Hill’s appoint- 
ment as Ambassador here did not ques- 
tion his personal fitness,’’ says the 
Vossiche Zeitung today 
“an authoritative explanation.’’ 

“They arose solely because Dr. Hill 
is not wealthy enough to maintain a 
position here in keeping with the place 
of the United States as a world power.” 

The newspaper adds: ‘“‘Therefore the 
objections the Emperor suggested 
against Dr. Hill were prompted only 
by the policy His Majesty has long pur- 
sued to raise America’s prestige here 


and to strengthen the relations be- 
tween Germany and America.”

Forester Meyer Nominates 
European Sycamore for 
General Propagation. . 








TO LINE RIVER. FRONT 
Education. in Arboreal Matters 
Needed, Says Post-Dis- 

patch Reader. + 





*funicipal nurseries from which St. 


Loulsans may -obtain free all the trees 
needed to plant about their homes are 
suggested by City Forester Andrew 
Meyer in connection with the coming ob- 
servance of Arbor Day. 

The trees'cotld be distributed among 
the children of the public and private 


schools once a year, and their planting 
and cultivation might then be super- 
vised by the teachers, Mr. Meyer says. 

Plenty of ground which might be used 
for the growing of trees is available 
along the river in North and South 8St. 
Louis. Seed sufficient to rear 100,000 
seedlings could be sown, Mr. Meyer 
says, and cultivated for a year or two. 
At that age the young trees would be 
from three to four feet tall. and of a 
diameter ranging from half an inch to 
an inch. 

Buttonwood Official Tree. 

Soft maples and sycamores are the va- 
rieties which Forester Meyer prefers for 
planting in the city. Of the two, he 
gays, the sycamore is the hardier. and 
more attractive. The European syca- 
more, or buttonwood, in Mr. Meyer's 
opinion, should- be the city’s official 
tree, because of its long life and freedom 
from borers and disease. 

Practical results can be obtained from 
the observance of Arbor Pay, Mr. Meyer 
says, only by providing trees which 
school children may plant and nurture. 
Exercises that include merely discussion 
or reading about plants are not likely 
to fit the children for parts in making 
the city beautiful with shrubs, flowers 
and trees. 

,Cleveland has a nursery of the sort 
City Forester Meyer advocates for St. 
Louls. Last year 3000 young trees, 
grown in this nursery, were planted on 
the streets and dround the*homes of 
} Cleveland. 


Municipal Nursery. 

“T should Not advise any indiscrimi- 
nate planting of trees by children, so 
far as the public streets are concerned,’’ 
said Mr. Meyer to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, “but a municipal nursery would 
be an excellent source from which to 
get seedlings of such Varieties as are 
known ‘to thrive amid smoke and gases, 
and from which to obtain, also, some 
practical ideas as to the proper cul- 
ture and pruning of this stock. 

“The trouble is that the people of St. 
Louls are not sufficiently acquainted 
with _the trees which would progper 
here. The preference of 80 per cent of 
the people is for soft maples. That 
variety does well enough, because it is 
indigenous, but it is much more dif- 
ficult to keep in healthful condition than 


| the European or Oriental sycamore.”

The newest anti-saloon argument ad- 
vanced for Alton's consideration is one 
from Prof. H. C. Tilton of Shurtleff 
College in Upper Alten, who advises that 
cach family be taxed $1.50 a head to 
supply the deficit in the city’s revenue 
if the saloons are closed. 

; Ia Temperance Worker. 

Prof. Tilton, an ardent local option 
worker, made this suggestion in answer 
to Mayor Beall’s message to the City 
Cuuncil, in which the Stork Mayor, an 
anti-prohibitionist, said: ° 

“I request you, Councilmen, not to 
pages the annual appropriation ordinance 
until after the election; if this measure 
(local Option) should carry, we would be 


compelled to cut down appropriations

one-half. A'l our departments are run 
as closely as we possibly could run 
them. Should the city revenue be cut 
down’ by abolishing saloon license, the 
city would be financlally crippled.’’ 

The prohibitionists argue that, since 
the United States spent in 1907, accord- 
ing to the World Almanac, $1,325,439,074 
for alcoholic drinks, this Makes an av- 
erage per year, on a population basis of 
80,000,000, of about $16.56. 

If the average expenditure of each 
individual is $16.56, and the saloons pay 
into the Alton treasury only $1.50 per 
head in revenues, then each individual 
will be $15.06 the richer each year, even 
if the $1.50 tax is imposed. Thus do 
the local option advocates argue. : 

Salicon Men Give Facts. 

The saloon men are distributing dodg- 
ers and pamphelts to show the amount 
of corn, barley and other farri.prod- 
ucts distillers and brewers buy annually, 
the number of men they employ and 
the amount of revenue they pay. And 


they assert that to shut down saloons} 


would work commercial havoc. 

In Alton the city's revenue from the 
saloons is $30,000 a year. The campaign 
is waged personally, too. In North Al- 
ton a saloon keeper refused to loan a 
neighbor his bucket, that the neighbor 
might water his horses, because tle 
neighbor is a prohibitionist. 

Tom Philbrick, an Alton newsdeaicr, 
cannot sell papers to saloon keepers 
because he talks local option. One 8a- 
loon keeper has been heard to say that 
he would vote for prohibition because 
he would like to see a business rival put

Mayor Wells has.not distinguished himself by 
exertions of this kind and we can hardly look for 
a radical change in his policy now that his term 
ij of service is nearing its close. The recent &n- 
rouncement is full of suggestion, however, as to 
what might have been. 

Probably the time has passed when men in 
important executive offices wiil be content to go 
{urough an easy routine, attending only to their 
‘niost obvious duties and concerning themselves as 
little as possibie with the worthy aspirations and 
the real needs of the people whos aagcr ts they 
are. Something more than that ix now expected 
of them and many of them appear to recognize the 
fact 

Mayors, Governors and Presidents «ve no long~ 
er mere dignified public functionaries, acting as 
respectable figureheads, the repositories of * much 
useless wisdom and the possessors of vast ani 
overpowering exclusiveness. They are it a proper 
sense representatives of the people, charged with 
specific duties and particularly responsible to 
them for action and progress. ; 

One of the most important services that they 
render is to inform and ‘vitalize public opinion 
end bring it to bear upon legislative bodies which 
may be indifferent or corrupt. The prescribed 
powers of our executives are great, but even more 
far reacning are those which are impiied-~and 
which m3y be assumed at will. : 

Admitting that Mayor Wells has heen a re- 
spectable figurehead in that he has been honest, 
dignified and attentive to the purely administira- 
tive duties of his office, it must be piain even to 
him that in the wider sense he has been no May- 
Occupying a fine niche in the munici- 
pal architecture long ago preparei fer bim, h2. 
has left nothing to be desired in that resect. As 
a. leader, a public agent, a popular syoKeeman, i 
man of ideas and a man of purpos:. his short- 
comings have been fatal. 

Like the presidency of the Unitel States, th« 
mayoralty of a great city is a popular c ffice, the 
incumbent, when properly actuated, standing for 
the whole body of the people. Demwucratic evo- 
tution has tevolutionized the old ideas as to these 
tlaces. The functionary, even the executive, has 
been merged in and in some sense subordinated 
to the tribune. 

A Mayor, therefore, who contents himself with 
the seals, the tape, the wafers and the stationery 
of his office fails utterly to grasp the greater and 
more valuable opportunities for public service 
which present themselves on every and. He 
may fill the office. He does not Measure up to 
all the possibilities of the office. 

During all the years of Mr. Wells’ tidininbeiey 
St. Louis has needed a great Mayor. Many things 
have gone wrong for want of one. Mus things 
would have been different if there ha‘) been one. 
Many undesirable things would not have hup- 
pened at all if there had been one. A real May- 
or would have given direction and forcs to many 
a worthy impulse. A real Mayor wou'd have 
accomplished with little difficulty the defeat of 
many a mischievous impulse. 

There is hardly a great city in the land whose 
lecal government is less responsive to the pop- 
ular will than that of St. Louis. This cannot be 
accounted for wholly on any one grouné, but: it 
is manifestly true that it is explained in part by 
the failure of the Mayor to take tle p'‘ace in the 
community that properly belongs to him. He 
1s ornamental. He ought to be useful. 

‘A strong and dominant man of good principles 
in the Mayor’s office would rule this town by the 
public sentiment that he would awaken. He 
would break up the combine in the House of Dele- 
gates in 60 days. He would sweep away obstruc- 

and trickery. He would se: things in a:otion. 
He ‘would make deadlocks unprofitable an? po- 
litically dangerous. He would give force te the 

le’s wil. He would build bridges, he would 
‘improve streets, he would cure the grade-crossing 
evil, he would curb the lighting monopoly ana. he’ 
would start fires under every slothful board and 
j commission in town which is now obstt ately 
barring the road to progress. 

A real Mayor would find a way to do all these 

things. His position, his power, his intimate ac 
quaintance with facts, his ability to make himsel? 
heard and his association in many ways with 
the interests that must be dealt with would make 
him Invincible. He would have the co-opera- 
tion of the reputable press. He wouid organi?e, 
inspire and lead the people, and through him tho 
people would rule. 
These considerations are worth thinking 
about when the time shall come to elect a new 
Mayor. There is @ national reputation and 
perhaps a presidency for a man of the right 
sort in the mayoraity of St. Louis.

Mr. Clayson is 
the author of a famous satirica! charac- 
ter sketch, entitled “The Bearded Ef- 
feminate.’’ This was published many 
years ago. 

The “bearded effeminate” is what 
President Roosevelt would call a ‘‘mol- 
lycoddle’”’ or a milksop. Mr. Clayson 
has no more respect for the “bearded 


leffeminate’’ than the President has for 


the ‘“‘mollycoddle.”’ 
Country’s Hope Populism. 

‘Populism is Americanism,” said Mr. 
Clayson to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“The people_of..thls country will have 
to depend upon the Populists for the 
protection of their natural and consti- 
tutional rights. I am National Commit- 
teeman for the Populists in Seattle, and 
I have been fighting the fight for many 
years. I am 69 .years old, but there's 
lots of gdod fight in me yet. 

se on to my job all right. I publish 
«Populist newspaper—the Patriarch. 1 
started the paper seven years ago, with- 
out a dollar, without a subscriber or an 
advertiser. I thought it would be a nice 

ing for my old age. I want to tell 
you now that I never had to work so 
hard in my life as I have since I started 
this newspaper. 

“I have been convicted by two degen- 
erate juries on charges of sending im- 
proper matter through the mails in my 
newspapers. I roast the effeminates, 
and a lot of people think my virtues 
are crimes. 

Says Roosevelt Is Greatest. 

“IT am a great admirer of masculine 
men: It sounds like sacrilege to say it, 
but Teddy Roosevelt is the grandest 
man who ever occupied the President's 
chair, 

“I got out a special Roosevelt edition 
of my paper when the President was 
in Washington, ran $300 behind on it,

RAILROADS WILL HAVE WORK 
FOR 300,000 THIS SPRING 


Large Percentage of Men Employed 
to Repair Tracks Expected 


to Be Americans. 
CHICAGO, March 81.—In the next. 60 
days the railroads of the United States 
will have to, find between 250,000 and 
900,000 men to mend their tracks and 
roadbeds and another large army to re- 
pair cars and locomotives. 
The railroads centering in Chicago 
alone will, between now and June 1, 
require more than 100,000 laborers. 
Work will start in today on the roads 
which are the best favored by climatic 
conditions and will be increased rapidly 
until June 1, when renewal ana repair 
work will be in full swing on every rail- 
road in the country. 
For day laborers the wages range 
between $1.25 and $1.60 a day. This 
year the railroads expect to be able to 
procure a greater proportion of Ameri- 
can labor than usual. There will not 
be so many foreigners available as here- 
tefore, because, when the business re- 
cession came, they returned to their 
native countries in shiploads.
